WHEN the Hadson’s Bay Railway 
is being built, if encourageu by 
Local or Federal Government assie- 
tance, the pecple’s representatives 
should see ‘that it is built west of 
Lake Winaipeg, from Winnipeg, 
which will po doubt be the starting 
point. The object of the road is to 
carry the wheat crep of the country, 
and as the entire wheat growing 
belt is west of Winnipeg, the road 
should be so located as to be readily 
reached by branches from all points 
further west. If ran between Lakes 
Winnipeg and Manitoba, crossing 
the Narrows, it could be tapped from 
Portage la Prairie by # branch e 
about 40 miles in length, aud from 
Brandon and other points in the 
wheat growing ares, at comparative- 
ly low cost; and these branches are 
essential to cultivate the wheat 
producing iuterests. There is no 
reason why wheat grown near Bran- 
don, or west of this peint, should be 
shipped to Winnipeg, and thence 
north. westerly aygaiu to reach Fort 
Churebill, when the latter poin 
could be reached by a branch in half 
the distance. Winnipeg may be 
catitled to tho first branch, but as 
Winnipeg is no mere Manitcha than 
Toronto is Ontario, no matter how 
the interests of that city may squirm 
to secure a monupoly of the shipping 
business, as they will if the rest of 
the province is shut out by the road 
going east of Lake Wiunipeg, the 
people of the rest of the Provinee 
and thir representatives should see 
to it that their rights are not preja- 
diced for all time. We shall have 
more to say on this question again, 
but in the mean time this suggestion 
should be sutlicient.
